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The Year Book of the society is in prepa- 
ration, and will be issued in the near future. 
It will contain, besides reproductions of the 
various pictures purchased, a bibliography of 
American Art, and other matter relating to 
the general objects of the organization. 

The American pictures in the general col- 
lection have been re-arranged, so that two 
galleries are now hung with American paint- 
ings, including such of the pictures given by 
the Friends as have not been lent to exhi- 
bitions elsewhere. It is expected that in the 
near future a permanent gallery of American 
pictures will be established. 



A preliminary circular of the Annual Ex- 
hibition of American Paintings, which will be 
held next autumn, is soon to be issued. The 
date of the exhibition will be from November 
14 to December 26, 191 1. This is about 
four weeks later in the season than in former 
years; the change is brought about by the plan 
of arranging the programme with reference 
to exhibitions in other cities, so that there 
may be no competition preventing the artists 
from sending their most recent works here. 
The Palmer and Harris medals and prizes, 
together with the purchases of the Friends of 
American Art, have made this exhibition 
very important. The Exhibition of Art 
Crafts will be held earlier than in former years, 
the dates being October 3 to October 25. 



The Continuous Exhibition of Works by 
Artists of Chicago and Vicinity will be hung 
in April, and will remain on exhibition prac- 
tically through the remainder of the year. 
The pictures for this exhibition, sufficient to 
hang one room, are selected from the regular 
Chicago Artists' exhibition by the Jury, and 
are intended to show the best current work 
of painters and sculptors now resident in or 
near Chicago. 



EXHIBITIONS OF THE PAST THREE MONTHS. 

A group of six special exhibitions was 
opened with the reception of January 3 ; the 
variety of these exhibitions proved interesting, 
and the galleries were well attended during 
the month. The largest collection in point 
of numbers was that of paintings and draw- 
ings by the late Walter Shirlaw, N. A. This 
memorial exhibition occupied two of the 
larger galleries, and furnished as well a num- 
ber of drawings, for the most part studies 
for mural paintings, to hang in the corridor. 
It is probable that the painter's individual 
quality would have been better demonstrated 
by a smaller number of pictures, but there 
was an interest in the plan as it was carried 
out by Mrs. Shirlaw, in that the versatility 
of the work, and its development during a 
long and active life, was made evident. 

The center room in the south range was 
hung with paintings by Mr. George Hitch- 
cock, formerly of Chicago, but now of 
Veere, Holland . The pictures were for the 
most part studies of gardens in Holland, 
tulip fields in bloom, with figures in quaint 
Dutch attire; in fact, these sunlit studies gave 
its special character to the show, though 
many visitors preferred the grayer and graver 
paintings of biblical subjects which were also 
exhibited. With Mr. Hitchcock' s exhibition 
was hung a small group of water colors on 
ivory by Mrs. Hitchcock, also devoted mainly 
to figures among the tulips. 

The large corner gallery was hung with 
portraits, figure paintings and landscapes by 
John C. Johansen and M. Jean McLane 
Johansen; works of great dash and decorative 
effect, and in some cases of the most solid 
and finished character. From this exhibition 
the Friends of American Art selected the 
painting, '< Piazza, San Marco," for the 
permanent collection. 
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GEORGE INNESS .— TWILIGHT IN ITALY.

Mr. Arthur B. Davies contributed a small 
collection of pictures, most of them of a 
dreamy and mystical quality, from which the 
Friends also selected one canvas, called 
"Maya, Mirror of Illusions.' ' The unusual 
character of Mr. Davies compositions, and 
his feeling for pictorial ideas more akin to the 
early Italians than to the present-day natural- 
istic tendency, excited much discussion. 

Mr. Carl Eric Lindin, of Hull House, 
showed a room of serious landscapes, some 
of them painted in Sweden during a long 
visit which he recently made to that country, 
and some of them developing American 
motifs. The prevailing mood was of winter 
and twilight, and the exhibition was inter- 
esting for the sincerity and character of the 
low-toned studies it contained. 



At the same time with the foregoing, the 
Chicago Society of Etchers hung its first 
exhibition of American etchings. This col- 
lection was notable in that it was the only 
exhibition of works in this medium, selected 
by a jury and managed by the artists, that 
has been held here in many years. The 
gallery was decorated by the Society, about 
two hundred prints, representing most of the 
prominent American etchers, were hung, and 
an illustrated catalogue was issued. It is 
hoped that a similar undertaking can be made 
an annual feature of the Institute year. 

On the 17th of January, the exhibition 
of the models submitted for the proposed 
Goethe monument in Lincoln Park was opened 
in room 16. This competition, including a 
number of prominent sculptors and architects, 
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was decided by the jury in favor of Professor 
Herman Hahn, of Munich. 

The Annual Exhibition of works by Artists 
of Chicago and vicinity was held from Janu- 
ary 31 to February 26, and the usual number 
of club gatherings were arranged for the 
study of the works. The awards were as 
follows:

February 14 the exhibition of paintings by 
Senor Joaquin Sorolla y Bastida was opened, 
and proved an immediate success; a more 
detailed account of this exhibition, and 0* 
Senor Sorolla' s visit, is given elsewhere in 
this Bulletin. 

From March 7 to March 26 the east gal- 
leries were occupied by the annual exhibi- 
tion of the Chicago Architectural Club. A 
special interest was added to the showing this 
year, in that for the first time the students at 
the American Academy in Rome were repre- 
sented by drawings, sketches and renderings. 
A number of mural paintings helped to lend 
variety to the collection, and there were 
examples of various decorative and plastic 
materials, as well as the usual important 
showing of plans, elevations and photographs 
of recent buildings. 



At the same time with the architects, the 
Chicago Camera Club, representing the 
American Federation of Photographic So- 
cieties, presented an exhibition of artistic 
photographs. 

From March 1 7 to March 3 1 , Mr. Adam 
Emory Albright exhibited in room 29 a col- 
lection of his recent paintings of children, 
including a number of canvases produced 
last summer in Wales. Mr. Albright's ex- 
hibition was deservedly popular, and made 
evident the serious intention and definite aim 
which have brought him recognition in this 
field of art. 



THE COLLECTION OF PHOTOGRAPHS, 
Mr. H. H. Getty's recent gift to the library 
of approximately 3 ; ooo small photographs 
affords an occasion to call attention to this 
collection which, placed as it is in the stack 
room of the Ryerson Library, has escaped 
somewhat the notice of our visitors and stu- 
dents. These photographs form a supplement 
to the Pearsons Collection of Braun autotypes, 
which is confined almost wholly to paintings 
and drawings, and is of such size and value 
as to be available only for reference purposes. 
This smaller collection includes Architecture, 
Sculpture, and the Minor Arts as well, and is 
primarily intended for general circulation 
among clubs, teachers, and students of our 
own school. 

They are in two sizes, the main body of 
the collection being on mounts 1 i"xi4", ar- 
ranged vertically like a card index, the archi- 
tectural division alphabetically by countries 
and cities, the sculpture and painting by 
artists. The painting includes a great deal 
of modern work not represented in the Braun 
autotypes and the Minor Arts are divided into 
classes — Costume, Textiles, Metal Work, 
Jewelry, Ceramics, Pottery and Glass,
